School Report. 


To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


As required by the statutes, we submit this school report : 

Whole number of pupils registered, 359; average attendance, 
327. - 

Number of pupils studying Algebra, 30; Physical Geography, 
4; Latin, 42; Greek, 5; French, 6; Geometry, 17; General 
History, 24; Astronomy, 18; Geology, 20; Rheteric, 14; 
Higher English, 45; English Literature, 7; Physics, 15 ; Civics, 
12 ; Commercial Arithmetic, 12; Book-keeping, 24; Reading, 
283; Spelling, 283 ; Arithmetic, 250; Grammar, 144; Geog- 
raphy, 144; History, 192; Penmanship, 270; Language, 139. 

Largest salary paid per month, $94.44; smallest, $16.00 ; 
average amount of wages per month, $35.12. For amount of 
expenses, see treasurer's report. 

Throughout the entire district the utmost harmony and mu- 
tual understanding have existed between officers, teachers and 
parents in regard to the welfare of our schools, and a very 
marked improvement has been noticed in recitations, attendance 
and good conduct of the pupils, with one exception; to that por- 
tion we most respectfully call attention to the following ex- 

| tracts from an article, written by one of our successful educators, 
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entitled, “The Discipline of the Home, School aad College :? 

“The home is a kindergarten school, and upon its proper 
training more than upon all other agencies, depends the charac- 
ter of the school, and the soviety in which these children are to 
live and act in after years. Some writer has described the child 
as ‘a little, crawling, creeping, picking, pulling, pushing, climbing, 
tottling and tumbling piece of activity." As such he is committed 
to the mother’s care, and he must be guided and controlled every 
hour of his early existence. He must not be allowed to pull the 
boiling pot from the stove, for that would endanger his lite. He 
must not be allowed to dash the china set upon the floor, as that 
would be a wicked destruction of prope:ty. Suppose this moth- 
er meets with wilful, sullen resistance to her commands to pre- 
vent such reckless habits, she still insists, and forces obedience, 

* %* * Ido not believe in the ‘divine right of kings,’ but. 
I do insist upon the divine right and duty ot parents to absolute- 
ly control their children during the years of their minority. *. * 
Happy are those children, for their own sakes, who have heen’ 
faithfully trained and perfectly controlled by wise parents:  for- 
tunate for their teachers when these children shall come under 
their management, and fortunate for society when they shall 
have become citizens. * ® * The school is the expansion 
of the family. ‘Teachers and school officers are the assistants of 
parents in the important work of educating their children. * 
Parents are the heaven-ordained rulers of the home, and teachers 
fill their places, acting under delegated authority. The principle 
upon which the school and family are governed is the same, and 
the ‘method of discipline varies only with the circumstances: 
When the school 1s placed in charge of teacher, the parents are 
no longer in control, but should co-operate and sustain the teach- 
er in his control and management. All discipline is based upon 
authority, and whether the parent or teacher is ruler, his author- 
ity 1s absolute.” 

The increased attendance in our High school (76, the largest 
number registered since its organization) is slowly but surely 
fulfilling the desires and prayers of its earliest advocates. With 
proper support, both moral and financial, it is destined to become 


ol 


a living and influencing power in our midst. The following ex- 
tract from tne address of President Tucker of Dartmouth col- 
lege relative to the High school is well worth reading and _re- 
membering: 

“The highest education in New England, as afforded through 
our colleges and universities, has been more representative of 
schools and families than of communities. It has been 
thoroughly democratic, but it has not been evenly, though it may 
have been widely, distributed. The growth of the high school, 
both of the village and of the city, has proved to be most timely 
corrective of this-serious weakness in our New England educa- 
tional system. Other values are of course to be put to the 
credit of the High school.” He then goes on to speak of the 
effect which the High school, viewed as the school of the com- 
munity, is actually producing upon the higher education. ‘‘It is 
introducing a new and valuable constituency into our colleges and 
universities. * * * The new constituency consists of those 
towhom the High school stands for opportunity, and the only 
opportunity. Our colleges are becoming, therefore, through the 
agency of the High school, more and more representative of 
the entire population. ‘They have always been democratic: they 
are now becoming thoroughly representative. * * * But. 
there are two special values upon which I must at least touch, as 
showing the peculiar service which the High school renders to 
the community. It is a direct stimulus. The life which it sends 
back day by day into the home is a fertilizing and fructitying 
life. The home grows with the advancing boy or girl. We are 
none of us above this influence It puts us into contact with 
ideas, which, if not altogether new, have the freshness of a new 
setting, and the force of a new ambition or purpose. The 
growing mind is the best stimulus there is in a commun ty. * 
And beyond the stimulus which the High school extends into 
the daily life of the community, I put its power to give that 
educational impulse which will outlast its own training, * * 
When does the educational-impulse take pussession, and come 
in to stay? With some early, with others late, and with some 
not at all. But it is fair to say that the course which reaches 
through the High school is long enough to settle the question. 
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By that time the mind is well open to the world of nature, or of 
men, or of books. * * * I reckon among the most refined 
and cultivated minds within my knowledge many who have 
never passed in technical training beyond the secondary school ; 
but the educaticnal impulse has gone on. It has taught them 
to read, to study, to think, to speak, to act. Travel has been to 
them more than a pastime, music and art more than recreation, 
and work more than drudgery. There is a deeper fellowship 
than that which bears an academic name. It is that kinship of 
mind which cherishes in common the divine impulse to think and 
to feelin the spirit of the intellectual life.” 


DRAWING, MUSIC, MANUAL TRAINING. 


Our country has been making history very fast the past year. 
New conditions have arisen which will require patience, skill and 
wisdom to meet and settle in a manner satisfactory to all. We 
must therefore give to our pupils every qualification needed to 
meet these new conditions. ‘The process of educating a people 
is slow, and it demands that all believers become evangelist.” 
“That education is most practical that most readily and most 
naturally develops one into the full possession of all his powers, 
and enables a man to make the most out of his life.” Reading, 
drawing, manual training and music are among the practical sub- 
jects for our schools. 


PRIZE SPEAKING. 


The ever increasing number of our pupils who enter the list of 
competitors for the Carpenter prizes, and the well-filled houses, 
and the enthusiasm with which every individual effort is received, 
augur well for this branch of educational effort. 


FINANCES AND APPROPRIATIONS. 


The School District is out of debt, burits school houses need 
repairs. The actual need of another assistant in our High 
school, on account of the large number of pupils, will fully ex. 
haust the year’s appropriation, we therefore most earnestly ask 
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you to give this subject your most careful consideration, so that 
we may hold the standard which we have already attained.
